Last Spring a nunibor of under- 
graduates in Medicine, cla.-i.s 01 1924. 
decided to form a society to deal with 
the broader aspects of Medicine. The 
name chosen for this society was 
"The Osier Society of McGill Univer- 
sity." and its object is to perpetuate 
the memory and teaching.'; of Sir Wil- 
liam Osier by the reading of papers 
and discussion of topics reflecting his 
ideals of a liberal medical education. 
A departure from the more practical 
clinical side of Medicine has been 
aimed at with ;i view r;ither to gain 
some insight into tlic subject from 
its artistic, historic, and romantic as- 
pects. .After a student commences 
his medical course there is very Ittle 
time or opportunity to do supplemen- 
tary readings into the niany other in- 
teresting branches of Medicine w'hich 
are not mentioned in the curricuhim', 
but which arc very necessary for a 
thorough understanding and appre- 
ciation of this great science. 

The idea which brought this society 
into being was orginated by Mr. C. 
J. 'ri(Imar.>)h, to wlioni great credit is 
due, also to Mr. J. .S. Henry. Mr. C 
\. Ramsay, and -Mr. C. S. .Mcin- 
tosh, who gave their combined efforts 
to tlic furthering of the idea 

Dr. Whitnall was approached on the 
matter, and gave his aid enthusiastic- 
ally. He has been rather a inthcr to 
tlic society, and with his hearty co- 
operation and advice tlie necessarj' 
eonstitution and by-laws were 'drawn 
lip. 

The first meeting was held the last 
week of April at Dr. Whitnall's home. 

Sixteen ardent member.'; were present 
to hear the constitution and by-laws 
read and adopted. Then a tentative 
schedule of papers for thé ensuing 
year was discu-ssed and topics allot- 
ted to the various members volun- 
teering to write the first few papers. 
Each member prepares and reads one 
paper on a chosen topic a year. Tlicse 
are turned into tlie Society and filed 
with a view to possible publication 
of all the papers delivered during the 
year. ,A suitable prize is to be award- 
ed annually to the best paper read

x\o such Rugby football match 'as that 
between France and England, played on 
Easter .Monday at Colomb.es, a few miles 
from Paris, has ever been witnessed be- 
fore. It told in a way significantvand 
positive of the beginning a new, a morc 
vigorous France, a nation that may now 
measure her strength against countries in 
games which they claimed, without arro- 
gance, to be severely their own. France 
did not win —the score, was 10-6 —but 
the English team which have this sea-- 
son known no defeat found it hard to 
carry the day. 

The cold critic would, perhaps, have 
it that the match was not remarkable 
for brilliance, that it fell much below 
a perfect exposition, but no game could 
have been harder or a more exacting 
test of manhood. It was a match seeïi 
before a record crowd; the "gate" 
receipts were more than twice as large 
as the previous test, reaching some- 
thing like £10,000 at the pre-war rate of 
exchange. 

Marshal Foch came long before the 
kick-off, to be received as the mighty 
hero that he is, and the wHile some 
30,000 people, representative of all 
classes of France, stood at attention, 
heads uncovered, the great -soldier 
stood at the foot of a tablet that is to 
tell of the Rugby men who fell in the 
war. The scene was profoundly im- 
pressive. 

France did not enjoy the assistance 
of Struxianio, wî-o has come to be re- 
garded as the most accomplished inside 
half she had yet produced ; but Pitcn and 
Booquet, who were behind their for- 
v/ards, rose to the occasion manfully. 
Every man of France reached his best 
form, so that although England toot a 
Ipad of five points before the match was 
more than ten miniites old by means of 
a -try got by Lowe, who is a small man, 
but a thrcequarters of unusual merit— 
frotn which a goal was kicked) she was 
never certain ' orvicto'B*. llie tackling 



of the French backs was magnificent; 
their speed at times extraordinary. En- 
gland increased her lead by another goal 
following a try obtained by the forward 
Blakiston before the interval, but tliere- 
aftcr her players could not score before 
half-time, so that there was only seven 
points difference when the first 40 mi- 
nutes had bceti played. 

It was after the resumption thai the 
best football of France was seen. Her 
eight forwards, though much handicapp- 
ed because of their lack of weight, re- 
fused to be brushed to one side. They 
had quite as much of the play as those 
of the Mngljsh pack, and Piten and Bos- 
quet at half-back were ever ready to 
pounce upon their opportunities. But ia 
has to be .said that Bosquet' missed th« 
easiest possible chance to get a try, and 
more than once the French threcquarters 
were unstead and lacked ballast at 
crucial moments. As it was, France 
could get only a second penalty goal. 

I have seen England in all her interna- 
nationals, and after her game with Scot- 
land at Inverloith we all said that her 
team was a great one: forwards splen- 
did and possessed or rare adaptability; 
halfbacks.' near to being perfect; three- 
quarters of the highest class, and Xum- 
beriege, a fullback entirely dependable. 
Such was our faith in England that a 
handsome victory against France was 
confidently expected, but the men of 
France by their speed, the certainty, of 
[heir tackling, their refusal to surrender, 
made it impossible for the English-men 
to find their true game. The English for- 
wards did not dominate the match as was 
expected. Kershaw and Davics, men of 
the service-;, were, not entirely happy in 
tlieir association at halfback and they 
were unable to .develop attack in any- 
thing like a characteristic way. Kershaw 
for the most part could not subdue Pi- 
ten. The result was that.Davies did not 
get very much of the ball and when he 
did get possession he found it hard to 
escape the tackling of 'his opponents. But 
very frequently, in a fashion unpardon- 
able, Davies feà've his passes with strange 
recklessness, and the wonder was that his 
speculation' djd not cost his side scve 
ral points, for the French thrcequarters 
were amazing in the way in which they 
intercepted. French back have ever haà 
more than an average turn of speed. An 
dré and Kalliott, in other seasons we 
have seen do wonders by reason of their 
sprinting powers, but in Crabos France 
has a threequartér who -not -only co- 
vers the ground at a high rate, but is a 
finished footballer. Hç,. together with 
Lobis and CIcmenjt did much to try and 
win this memorable game at Colombes. 
, As I watched these three Frenchmen

(P. I. N. S.) —"Conventionality ra 
thcr than originality is evident in col- 
lege students," said Prof. W. W. Ly- 
man, associate in English and Celtic, 
in a recent interview. "Students in the 
universities are too standardized and 
are apt think alike.

Harvard students show the 
most •originality.. ...

Freshmen are forced 
by tihe sophomore vigilencc committee 
to do and think the same way a's the 
upperclass men, which prevents ori- 
ginality." 

When asked how dormîtorîtfs 
would affect the situation, Professor 
Yyiiian said, "Dormitories will natur- 
ally create similar sentiments, but the 
chief effect -wilt be that students will 
become acquainted. Dormitories are 
desirable because they are the found- 
ation of friendships. 

"Most university students," con- 
tinued Professor Lyman, "tend to have 
their opinions molded by their lead- 
ers. Membetts of a class wilt think 
t)he same as a iprofessor, having no 
independent idea about the subjects 
taken up in class.

Inter-Class and Inter-Faculty 
Boxing to Bt Promoted 

The first meeting of the Boxing Qub 
was held last night at 5.15 in the gymna- 
sium of Molson's Hall, and a large 
turiiotit both of old-timers and new mat- 
erial augured well for the «.uccess of the 
present season's activities. 

Dr. Lamb in the course of a short ad 
dress, expressed his gratification at the 
large attendance. But every man, he de- 
clared, who is to take up boxing this year 
muts be an enthusiast. It had sometimes 
been hi.s experience that many who had 
turned out for the initial meetinges had 
later decided that boxing was too stre- 
nuous a spoVt for them. This sort of 
thing was not wanted ; every boxer this 
season must be a genuine and enthousiast 
lover of the game. Dr. Lamb then 
explained the formaliit to be complied 
with in order to secure a locker, and 
cniphasiz the fact that all boxers must 
have been classed at their physical exa 
mination in cither category A or B. 
one who had been placed in a standing 
below these classes, but who feels phty'si 
cally fit to take tip boxing, may present 
himself at the g>'mnasium between 12.30 
and 1 p.m., for re-examination. 

An attractive programme for the 
year's work was outlined by Mr. 
Brew'er, intercollegiate champion in 
the 145 lb. class. Inter-class and inter- 
faculty boxing is to hep romotcd, and 
there will he plenty of opportunity 
for men of .ill weights. Faculty rep- 
resentatives are to be appointed to 
watch for suitable material, and to 
keep pugilistic activities in the fore- 
front of attenton. Two or three smok- 
ers' are to be held before Christmas, 
and sonic interesting bouts may be 
expected. Some trips to the United 
States to compete against American 
Universities are now being arranged 
for by correspondence, while, in all 
probability a team will be sent to box 
in Ottawa. Mr. Brewer emphasized 
the importance of Dr. Lamb's re- 
marks on enthusiasm. Those but 
mildly interested in boxing will soon 
be weeded out, he. said, as it is the 
intention of the instructors to test the 
new men in combat with some of last 
years' champions, and it will then be 
seen if they have the staying power 
and "guts" so nccessSry toVall 'de-» 
votées of the ring. 

Ernie Robinson, who is an old 
country man, and 'himself a boxer of 
some note, having won the City 
championship, will be on hand to 
give instruction to the men. 

Robinson is a young man who is 
very fond of the fighting game. He 
knows and understands the science 
of fighting and combined with this, he 
also knows how to tell the other fel- 
also knows how to tell the other fel- 
low how to go about it. This is per- 
haps the most essential trait for an 
instructor to have. Robinson has 
good material to work on, and with 
his able coaching we should be able 
to put out a winning team. 

All men interested in the science 
of self-defence are urged to turn out 
for instruction in boxing. It is need- 
less at this time, to enlarge upon the 
value. of..such.^..course as is offered 
by the Boxing Club. The novice will 
be afforded an excellent chance of at- 
taining proficiency in the art of self- 
defence, and at the same time keep- 
ing, fit while avoiding the drudgery 
of routine work.in Ihc gym, and the 
more xcpert are here given an oppor- 
tuhty iof doing something for the 
honor of class, faculty, or college.

The Student Christian .\ssociation of 
McGill will on Monday next launch its 
first drive for funds to enable it to carry 
on its work for the coming session. 
When the S. C. A., this .spring took 
over the buildings and most of the old 
staff of the McGill |Y. M. C.- A., and in 
corporated itself in the Dominion Stu- 
dent Christian Movement, an organiza- 
tion with world-wide affiliations, it gave 
up an annual grant of sixteen hundred 
dollars which had been coming to it for 
ycar.i from the Metropolitan Y. M. C. 
A., and assumed part of . the National 
Budget of the whole Movement. 

The S.C.A. hesides its work of encour 
aging men to think, not necessarily to 
make of them orthodox Christians of 
the old school but to get them squarely 
and fearlessly to examine those matters 
that arc too often dismissed whh a sneer 
and suspected of being more or less 
mediaeval and unreasonable to educated 
people, carries on several branches of 
avtivity directly relating to the student, 
even - the' undergraduate- who- -cares' no^- 
thing for the Association. 

The Freshman reception at the be- 
ginning of the year were put on by the 
S. C. A. The Conversât will be their 
work. Snow-shoe and 'skating.i>anics 
during the winter from part of their 
programme. The room directary, so use- 
ful to incoming men, is made up and 
circulated by them. The hand-book 
comes from the Association; the Hall, 
with his rooms for sixty men is run un- 
der their responsibility. 

•AH these things take money. The de- 
ficit this year runs well into four fig- 
urés. Besides this amount the S. C. A. 
must raise one thousand dollars for the 
National Board, which keeps the various 
Associations in touch with one another 
and gives coherence to the effort of the 
Movement. 

The S. C. .\„ is not run for a group. 
Its privileges are at every man's dispo- 
sal. Ko outside 'body dictates to the 
board of directors, and the directors are 
chosen by aiid mostly from undcrgrad 
utes. 

All, men at McGill owe their support 
to the S. C. A. remember, when he is 
approached by his class collector during 
the first few days of next week, 
that he has a stake in the Hall, that it i.: 
being" run for him as much as for any- 
one else, and .by him if he will take a 
part in it. The .\ssociation is NOT a 
bunch of mollycoddles, and does not en- 
courage them in the least, It is a live 
organization, whose energy and worth 
ire recognized by all those who have in 
<he least investigated it: by other Uni- 
versity as well as by graduates of Mc- 
Gill and friends of McGill in the city. 

The undergraduates objective is six- 
teen hundred dollars, the amount of the 
deficit. Let us oversubscribe it. 



To-day is the first big Inter-faculty 
Harrier run of the year ,and ajl the long 
distance runners around the College are 
urged to turn out and uphold the hon- 
our of their >'arious faculties.

INTERESTING 
LECTURE AT 
MED.^ILDING 

Prof. Tait Spoke to Physiolo- 
gical Society. 

LARGE GATHERING. 



Told of Research Work of 
Prof. Lister. 



Before a very large gathering of the 
newly forificd Physiological Society, 
Prof. John Tait delivered a most inter- 
e.Uing lc':ture last night, at the Old Med. 
Building. 

Prof. Tait really centered his lecture 
on that eminent ^urgeon of his time 
Lester. Anticoptics were totally ' un- 
known in thosç^ days, and it remained 
for Lester to discover them and thereby 
revolutionize medical-energy. As Prof. 
Tait pointed out, it was not until Les- 
ter was appointed Processor is Surge- 
ry at Glasgow University in 1860 that 
he began his research work. Here among 
sudi staunch friends as Dr. Gairrner 
and Sir William Tliompson be write 
many papers on Surgery, Anacstheics, 
devised a tourniquet and a new neddlc. 
It was in 1865 that Lister reached the 
great critical stage in his career. It was 
the same year that the German Sur- 
geon Lemclweiss died through . infec- 
tion. He now began to publish on pap- 
ers on .\nticeptic Surgery, but un- 
fortunately, was only under.stood by 
his own studcnt.s, and elsewhere met 
with opposition as to his theories 
When he left for the University of 
Edinburgh some four years later, he 
received more opposition and criticism 
even from such men as Simpson. He 
went on with his work in spite of all 
this, dev'ising now sticii things as cat 
gut ligatures and various dressings, and 
inost things which are used in surgery 
to-day. It is quite inipo.s.sibic to conceive 
what this eminent man did for' surgery 
—•when we consider the age he lived in 
and the opposition lie encountersed. It 
may have been some consolation to him 
to have his theories accepted in Ger- 
many, where they ever eagerly adopted. 
However in a few years later, on his re- 
turn to London, he was given a great 
ovation as his theories and experiments 
proved successfully. In recognition of 
l..is Services to humanity he was later 
kniglitcd, and made a peer of the Realm. 
He died at the age of 85 years. Listers' 
life affords us a wonderful moral. 
Born a scientific man, his supreme cha- 
racteristic being his extraordinary 
adherence to the truth. His opponents, 
who, although very eminent, could not 
gras^p his ideas and so assumed opposi- 
tion to them and incidently to him. 
.'vnd as Prof. Tait said; we ought never 
to disprove of any one else's idea until 
wc have tested and tried them' and found 
them wanting.
